A capacity  audience  enthusiasti- 
cally greeted  the  opening  perform- 
ance of  Georges  Bizet’s  ^rennial 
favorite,  “Carmen”,  presented 
Monday  evening  in  the  concert  hall 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Center. 

SOPRANO  Ariel  Bybee,  in  the 
title  role,  sang  her  taxing  and  de- 
manding part  well  and  revealed 
through  her  fine  acting  a convinc- 
ing interpretation  of  Carmen  as 
the  beautiful,  but  treacherous 
Gypsy  temptress  whose  advances 
lead  the  ill-fated  Don  Jose,  her 
soldier-lover,  to  his  downfall. 

Her  dramatic,  but  well  controll- 
ed singing  throughout  the  op^ra 
demonstrated  a brilliant  and  ring- 
ing tone.  Her  diction  was  good. 

TENOR  GARY  Fisher  as  Don 
Jose,  sang  with  a generally  bril- 
liant and  well  carrying  tone,  en- 
nunciated  well,  and  acted  his  chal- 
lenging role  in  a convincing  man- 
ner. 

Soprano  Elizabeth  Gammell, 
singing  the  role  of  Micaela,  Don 
Jose’s  village  sweetheart,  brought 
to  it  a youthfully  fresh,  but  never- 
theless full  tone  quality,  and  play- 
ed the  part  of  Carmen’s  antithesis 
with  captivating  sweetness  and  shy 
charm. 

BARITONE  Jim  Smith  as  Es- 
camillo  the  toreador,  toward  whom 
Carmen’s  affections  are  diverted 


from  Don  Jose,  sang  well,  but 
could  have  perhaps  performed,  the 
role  of  the  brilliant  toreador  with 
more  bravado,  fire,  and  dash. 

Professor  Kurt  Weinzinger,  con- 
ductor and  musical  director,  is  to 
be  commended  for  the  rhythmic 
drive  and  continuity  present  thr- 
oughout the  performance,  and  for 
the  good  dynamic  balance  between 
the  orchestra  and  the  singers. 

THE  ORCHESTRA,  composed  of 
members  of  the  BYU  Symphony, 
and  perhaps  one  of  the  best  such 
grou^  in  BYU’s  recent  history, 
played  with  spirit,  sensitivity,  and 
accuracy  both  in  its  solo  passages 
as  in  the  overtures  and  in  the  b^y 
of  the  opera  where  it  functioned  to 
support  the  singers  and  to  under- 
line the  dramatic  action.

In  New  York 
After  TV  Show 

NEW  YORK,  (AP)— Dorothy  Kil- 
galien,  first  and  foremost  of  the 
female  newspaper  columnists  and  a 
nationally  known  radio  and  televi- 
sion personality,  was  found  dead 
m bed  Monday.  She  was  52. 

A HEART  ATTACK  was  believed 
to  have  caused  her  death,  although 
there  was  no  official  medical  pro- 
nouncement. A member  of  her 
family  said  she  had  not  been  ill.  An 
autopsy  was  ordered,  but  police 
called  it  routine. 

Miss  Kilgallen  appeared  Sunday 
mght  in  her  regular  slot  on  the 
CBS  TV  quiz  show,  “What’s  My 
Line?”  Afterwards  she  wrote  her 
“Voice  of  Broadway”  column  for 
the  New  York  Joumal-American 
and  numerous  other  papers  in 
which  it  was  syndicated. 
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Why  Not  Homecoming? 


The  ASBYU  Constitution  places  the  re- 
sponsibility for  all  studentbody  social  activ- 
ities in  the  office  of  Vice  President  of  So- 
cial Activities.  However,  Homecoming,  the 
biggest  social  activity  of  the  year  is  not  un- 
der tht  direction  of  the  Vice  President  in 
any  way. 

Last  year,  both  Winter  Carnival  and  Y 
Day  were  put  under  the  direction  of  _ the 
Social  Vice  President  and  these  activities 
were  more  successful  than  in  past  years. 
Could  not  the  same  be  trae  for  Homecom- 
ing? 

At  present,  the  Homecoming  Chairman 
is  appointed  by  the  Studentbody  President. 
He  then  chooses  his  committee  and  it  be- 
gins to  function,  essentially,  as  an  auto- 
nomous branch  of  student  government. 

The  chairman  and  his  committee  are 
under  the  direction  of  the  Studentbody 
President  and  yet  the  president  is  usually 
not  aware  of  the  many  problems  involved 
in  an  activity  of  this  nature.  The  Social 
Vice  President  is ! However,  he  is  not  usual- 
ly asked  to  help. 

There  are  many  advantages  in  having 


a committee  made  up  of  people  who  are  not 
already  involved  in  other  activities.  The 
growth  which  they  receive  and  the  enthus- 
iasm they  have  for  their  work  is  extremely 
beneficial.  Tills  same  type  of  committee 
organization  can  exist  under  the  Vice  Pres- 
ident’s office  in  the  same  way  as  Winter 
Carnival  and  Y Day  do. 

If  Homecoming  is  placed  under  the  spe- 
cific direction  of  the  Social  Vice  President, 
these  results  will  follow:  (1)  Homecoming 
will  become  an  integral  part  of  the  over-all 
stream  of  student  government.  (2)  The 
committee  will  have  immediate  access  to 
information  on  similar  activities  which  have 
been  held.  (3)  the  organized  machinery  of 
student  government  will  be  more  readily 
available.  (4)  Because  of  the  above.  Home- 
coming will  be  a greater  success  than  it 
has  been  in  the  past. 

We  hope  that  the  Executive  Council  and 
the  ASBYU  Assembly  will  consider  this 
matter  seriously  and  will  then  place  the 
responsibility  of  Homecoming  with  the  Vice 
President  of  Social  Activities.  That  is  where 
it  belongs.
